Oct. 30— "We know who fired the 
shot and who put the rope around 
Rankin's neck," said Gov. Patterson 
in a statement thin afternoon just 
before his doparlure for Union City, 
where a sp.^cial <rr;uid jury is inves- 
tigating tlie right rider depreda^ 
tions in this section which culminat- 
ed recently in the murder of Captain 
Quentin Rankin. The Governor in 
his statement said: 

"The proof which has thus far de- 
veloped i« positive, as the suilt of 
some of the men under arrest and 
impljectes many others. This will 
aELbe presented to the court at thi 
"~ time and a long step has been 
ikea to discover and suppress law- 
lessness in this region. Conditions 
l;i^ve been extremely bad, the night 
riders going from one lawless act to 
anotherunt.il the culmination camo 
with the murder of Capt. Rankin 
and the attempted murder of Col. 
Taylor. We know -who fired the 
shot and who put the rope around 
Rankin's neck. 

FEW MEN AT KUXIXO. 

"The number of men actually at 
the killing was probably not more 
than ten, while some stood guard 
and others held the horses. The 
whole number engaged in the un- 
dertaking did not exceed thirty-five. 
The inquiry will be further prose- 
cuted and the state will have ample 
evidence to convict," 

It is learned that Frank Ferriner's 
confession was full and complete; 
that he says he was with the men 
who took Rankin and Taylor to the 
bank of the slough; that he told the 
name of the man who pulled the 
rope lifting the mob'n victim into 
the air, and the name of the man 
who fired the first shot into Rankin 
body. The confessions of Hogg 
and Morris are also said to be com- 
plete. Hogg, it is said, was one of 
the four men who guarded the 
horses near the scene ofihe murder, 
while Morris stood guard around 
the house when the leaders went in 
alter Rankin and Taylo^. ' 

BURTON'S STORY SUBSTANTIATED. 

The confessions of Ferriner, Hogg 
and Morris substantiate, it n said, 
'that of Tid Burton, who is said to 
have spread the news among the 
night riders that Rankin and Taylor 
were at Walnut Log. These three 
will be used as state's witnesses.

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INHERITANCE UPHELD 



By Unanimous Opinion of 
the Court. 



Frankfort, Ky„ Oct. 29— Ken- 
tucky's new inheritance tax law, im- 
poaing a penalty of per cent, on all 
devises in excess of $500, was upheld 
by the court of appeals in an opin- 
ion written by Judge Settle. The 
opinion was handed down in tiie 
case of Armilda Booth's administra 
tor against the conmintiwf.ilih on 
relation. Two other c-i'^( involving 
the same point, were also pa.ssed up- 
1 the same opinion. Tho case 
has been hard fought and is regard- 
ed as important, as it will be an ad- 
ditional source of revenue when the 
estates, which are bequeathed in 
Kentucky, are required to pay tax- 
es. JoBt how much revenue will be 
derived from this source is not 
known, as there is no way of telling 
just how much property is passed by 
ill or inheritance during the course 
of a year. It must be considerable, 
however, and it is probable that the 
statu will get some thousands of dol- 
lars every year in this way.

READY FOR INDICTMENTS. 

Camp Nemo.Rpelfoot Lake,Nov.2. 
—Sunday was a quiet but interest- 
ing day with the troops on duty here. 
There were no "bi«" featurea; with 
the pomible exception of the send- 
ing of Fred Pinion, one of the pris- 
oners, to Nashville.

The suits ou the docket now are: 
fltenry Bennett, for $100,000 dam- 
ages against the organization for the ! 
Dyeubbarg raid; Nat Frizzell, color- 
ed, $25,000; Maggie Scruggs, color- ^rt 
ed, $50,000, and L. A. Baker, color- t 
ed, $L'.j.OOO, for the Birmingham ^ 
raid. The trial will draw many bun- 
dreds of defendants and witnesses. 
In the Birmingham raid there are 
seventy-one defendants, while in the 
Bennett suit there are eighty-seven 
defendants. Should Uie usual de- 
fense of alibi be establidMd by the 
alleged night riders the population 
of Paducah temporarily would be 
increased several hundred.
